seeing if she were still alive. One thing led to another, 
and soon there were 22 works of art with the pink chair 
somewhere in the painting. 

"There is a story behind each painting/' Schulte 
said. "You can read them at the MAC or on my blog 
at pinkchairpaintings.blogspot.com." Schulte calls the 
project "other worldly," because she felt her mother's 
presence so many times while painting and locating 
places to pose the chair for a painting. "She was with 
me; I could feel her presence very strongly," Schulte said. 
A book about her mother sits on the piano in the upper 
gallery and visitors are free to look through it to learn 
more about Ms. Pedersen Schulte. 

The exhibit includes a desk with a pink chair 
for gallery browsers to stop, sit, and write about their 
thoughts on what they are seeing or feeling. There is also 
a post-it board where people can jot a feeling or note or 
comment. One note was from a child who had lost her pet 
and another that states, "Mom, Fm so glad you are still 
with us." Schulte planned the project to be interactive, 
with people feeling an emotion about loss or appreciation 
for life in general. Several in the crowd became emotional 
while reading the stories behind the paintings. 

The paintings are for delayed sale, which means 
that they can be purchased, but must wait until the exhibit 
has finished its tour in September of 2014. The exhibit 
was recently hung in the breast cancer waiting room at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, and was featured in 
many libraries and galleries all over Massachusetts.

and tell him, "Fuhgeddaboudit!" 

Even if we are just faking it till we make it, 
whatever works is acceptable as long as it's legal. In some 
ways, that is the trick of aging well: projecting for the 
public and truly believing that you are still young enough 
to be counted among those who contribute something to 
society. Whether that society is one's family or a larger 
community is not important; what is important is to 
simply trying every day. As Maurice Chevalier said, ''Old 
age isn't so bad when you consider the alternative." 

My father subscribed to the philosophy that 
work defined a man and kept him going. He lived a very 
long life, reaching 90. Every day of his life he believed 
was a day to get something done, accomplished, to be 
productive. Work defined not only him, but most men of 
his generation. Hadn't they seen it all? Born at the end 
of the first World War I, into the arms of a subsistence 
fisherman, he learned very early on the importance to 
facing each day with a strength of mind that called the 
body to order and said "work now." The only times I ever 
saw him take a day off was during those rare occasions 
when he was laid low by some flu or called upon to lend 
a hand to a neighbor during their emergency. 

Dad was well into his 60s before he gave 
himself permission to drive his Winnebago to Maine 
for overnight camping. The steel pistons that drove him 
everyday eased a bit over time -but never completely. He 
would have kept on working, fixing, repairing, inventing.

being useful, had dementia not stolen the very organ 
that ran his machine. We thought he'd go on forever 
because he thought he'd go on forever, thus projecting 
to the public what he wanted us to see. Or put another 
way, courtesy of Nobel-winning author Doris Lessing 
(1919-): ''The great secret that all old people share is that 
you really haven't changed in 70 or 80 years. Your body 
changes, but you don't change at all." Amen sister! 

Long before the evidence of his illness made it 
impossible to ignore, he was dealing with it. I can only 
imagine the strength of will and singular constitution it 
took for him to navigate through his days, days when 
he knew something wasn't right. The reality of what he 
must have felt when he realized his clutch was slipping 
recently manifested itself to me.

no one knew but me. But did anyone need to know? 
Should I just fuhgeddaboudit? In the end, I told my 
husband and found comfort in his gentle response. Yet I 
felt sad not for myself but for Dad. He hadn't identified 
his failing thought process ... or had he, but faked it 
hoping it wouldn't get worse? Fm glad I told, and FU tell 
my doctor during my annual exam. My family deserves 
my candor in this matter 

I had previously come to the conclusion that it 
takes a tremendous amount of bravery to age with grace 
and dignity. Now I am absolutely convinced of it. "To 
know how to grow old is the masterwork of wisdom, 
and one of the most difficult chapters in the great art of 
living,'' said Henri Amiel, philosopher and poet, 1821- 
1881. 

There's no shame in aging, but there is fear of 
being viewed as diminished, less than, and no longer 
of value. As Henry Longfellow put it, "Whatever poet, 
orator, or sage may say of it, old age is still old age." So 
I'm back to the importance of projecting a good attitude 
and staying busy, and striving to be a productive member 
of society.

As friends, they supported one 
another in their grief and slowly found new love. ''He 
was the great love of my life" - she repeats this mantra 
during every call and in every letter. I admire their 
willingness to spend whatever time they had left enjoying 
each other's company knowing that one of them would 
inevitably be left behind. I'm sure they felt as Mark Twain 
did when he wrote, "Life would be infinitely happier if 
we could only be born at the age of eighty and gradually 
approach eighteen." Roland and Sylvia didn't think of 
themselves as old people. They thought of themselves 
as people in love and so that is what we saw: lovebirds 
versus tough old birds. 

In spite of not being as strong or healthy as she 
was 23 years ago when we first met, Sylvia still keeps 
busy. She visits nursing homes, where she conducts sing- 
a-longs, knits lap blankets for the residents, and guides 
them in prayer. She swims, walks, does all of her own 
household chores and drives herself and others to do 
errands. Today, she is that tough old bird and proud of it. 
"I drove a lorry back home during the war you know ... ." 
I think she could do so now if called upon. She is my hero 
of what is possible during extreme old age with the right 
attitude. You go, girlfriend! 

When I retired last winter I considered it not as 
an ending, but as a beginning, a time to do more of those 
things I enjoy and to try new things. There have been

the gift of time to use as I wish. Each day is like a present I

Aging isn't for sissies for sure, but as I once read, 
"Aging is a privilege not everyone gets to enjoy" Yes, the 
body complains; yes, the memory fails; yes, whatever 
youthful vigor one had slips slowly away, but I wouldn't 
want to go back in time. With age comes wisdom, and 
that is worth the journey. As the eternally gorgeous 
Brigitte Bardot reported, "It's sad to grow old, but nice to 
ripen."

My dog has dark chocolate colored dirt in his ears 
and he is always shaking his head.

ALS Service to Start November 1 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Nick Walecka 

With everything so far going according to 
schedule, Rochester is set to move forward on Advanced 
Life Support (ALS) service starting November 1. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said 
that available paramedic positions have been filled, and 
revenues for the past few months have averaged over 
$27,000 per month, well above the $25,000 per month 
estimated to cover ALS service. 

"We're right on line,'' said LaCamera, who noted 
that the estimated cost per year is $200,000. 'Tf all goes as 
planned, we'll be ready for November 1." 

"It's big stuff," added Board Chairperson Naida 
Parker, with Selectman Richard Nunes echoing her 
sentiments. 

In other news, two new members were added 
to the Old Colony School Committee, including former 
Selectman David Hughes and former Greater New 
Bedford Vocational Principal Michael Gagliardi. 

Gagliardi, who spent 36 years total at GNB 
Vocational, takes the place of Gus Costa, who recently 
passed away, and Hughes, who has also served on 
the Planning Board and who currently serves as Park 
Commissioner and Constable, takes over for Fred 
Underhill, who recently retired from his position. 

"I think you've got some very big shoes to fill at 
the school," Parker said. "It's going to be a challenge for 
anyone coming in." 

Costa, who was Chairman of the Old Colony 
School Committee, recently passed away after a brief

methods of developing an annual budgets, and methods 
to develop annual revenue projections. 

Other information Gagne reported to the board 
was the necessity for a member of the Board of Selectmen 
or their delegate to conduct the Town's perambulation 
(boundary walk). Harkening back to a time when maps 
were handcrafted documents, it was important for leaders 
of villages, towns, or counties to ''walk'' or perambulate 
the boundaries to insure that survey markers were 
consistent with records and hadn't been breached or 
removed. 

And completing his report, Gagne asked 
permission to contact safety officer Justin King to explore 
the possibility of adding some caution signage near bike 
path intersections.

Flood and Solar Dominate Meeting

A full Marion Planning Board came together to 
discuss various issues, including the new National Flood 
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Insurance Plan maps and the Solar Bylaw issues that will 
be brought to the public at the fall town meeting to be 
held on Monday, October 28. 

In regard to the Flood issue. Building Inspector 
Scott Shippey sent a memo noting that ''changes are minor 
for the town in general, however. Planting Island residents 
are seeing a revision in the flood program requirements/' 
The Shippey letter noted that any Marion resident who 
was impacted by the new flood laws was contacted in 
writing. 

The board agreed and voted upon the new FEMA 
requirement, because without the town accepting the new 
requirements, it would be without federal assistance in the 
event of a major flood in the town. 

"There is very little choice here," said board 
member Steve Gonsalves, before voting to accept the 
changes. 

Next up was a discussion regarding the proposed 
Solar Bylaw, with both the Planning Board and the Marion 
Energy Management Committee discussing the issue. 

The Marion Energy Management Committee, 
led by Jennifer Francis and Bill Saltonstall, presented 
a handout showing the pros of allowing solar farms in 
Marion. 

The Bylaw proposal was passed in June and 
will be on the floor for the town residents to discuss 
in October. Planning Board members Rico Ferrari and 
Steve Kokkins gave a presentation. Board member Norm

referred to the necessity for site plan review, noting that 
it would be better if the Zoning Board of Appeals after 
granting a waiver sent the applicant back to the planning 
board for site plan review. This they felt would help 
ensure that plans submitted to the town were followed. 

Bonnie DeSousa asked if they board would be 
reviewing the bylaws for solar and wind farms. Mathieu 
said they would be doing so once they established their 
processes for bylaw review with smaller sections such as 
parking and signs. At the next meeting, they will dig into 
screening, common driveways, and trailers. 

In other business, Peter Loyd of 65 Mattapoisett 
Neck Rd. came before the board requesting their review 
and advice on the best way to pursue preparing the 
sale of lots he owns in this neighborhood. All of the lots 
are presently non-conforming, with the exception of 
one that has been deemed by the Building Department 
as grandfathered and therefore buildable. The board 
suggested it would be appropriate for Loyd to return to 
the building department for further guidance. 

Next up was Dan Daluz, representing the 
residents of the Village at Mattapoisett Condominium 
association. Recently, the association learned that possibly 
other ''private'' areas were receiving town services in the 
form of trash removal and questioned the board as to 
whether the association could, as well. 

"We pay taxes like everyone else," Daluz said, 
"and it's been 10 years." 
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Tucker and Ron Merlo both explained to Daluz 
that certain beach communities that had previously 
been private, opened their roadways up for public use 
in order to receive town services such as trash removal 
and snow plowing. Daluz was not aware that the 
intelligence the association had received might not have 
been correct and appreciated the time the board took 
explaining the conditions previously decided when the 
developer approached the town for ''special residential 
development/' 

With that, the board approved last meeting's 
minutes and adjourned. 
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Shutdown Could Impact Food Service 

Rochester School Committee

The big news out of the Rochester School 
Committee Thursday is that funding for school lunches 
could be limited due to the recent federal government 
shutdown. 

"Our funding may be affected/' said Food Service 
Coordinator Caitlyn Meagher, noting that the USDA is 
responsible for reimbursing the district for school lunches. 
"We should expect limited funding for October." 

She added that the district had already received 
reimbursement funding for September. 

Meagher also discussed lunches charged to the 
school by students who either forgot their lunch or lunch 
money at home. She said she had recently sent out about 
230 emails for reimbursement, and had received a favorable 
response, but there are still numerous debts to be collected. 

The Committee discussed this issue, and agreed to 
have a memo sent home to students who are approaching 
five meals charged to the school, as well as to remind those 
students that they are approaching the five-meal limit set 
by the school. They noted that no student would go hungry, 
but that once they get to five meals charged, they need to 
collect for them. 

In other news, the Committee honored Rochester 
Memorial School librarian Lucille Morris for 28 years of 
service at the school. 

"We thank you for all of your hard work," said 
Committee Chairperson Michelle Cusolito. 

"It's been a wonderful town to work for," Morris 
said. "ITl miss it so much." 

Superintendent Doug White also personally 
thanked Morris for her years of service. 

White also noted a recent change to the anti- 
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Durable tempered glass 
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bullying policy at the school. The past policy did not 
include adults in its language, and the changes were made 
to include them into the policy 

White also noted that all schools in the district 
would be taking place in PARCC assessments in March, 
which are part of the Common Core Curriculum being 
implemented in 19 states that is aimed at creating a more 
nationalized curriculum for schools. 

"This is strictly for them to collect data as they 
start to transition to into the PARCC assessments [instead 
of MCAS]." 

White said that MCAS results for RMS for 2013 
would be presented at the Committee's next meeting. 

Facilities Director Gene Jones was also on hand, 
and announced that new sensors had been installed at 
RMS that would limit electricity used for lights that were 
previously on 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

"You can see significant savings from that," Jones 

said. 

The Committee also announced that progress 
reports would be sent home on October 14. 

MCAS Improvements, Implications

Several topics were discussed at the Marion School 
Committee meeting Tuesday evening, including MCAS 
results, assessments for college preparation, and the 
retirement of longtime Sippican School teacher Corinne 
Villa. 

As for MCAS, Committee Chairman Joe Scott 
said that Sippican School did very well, and showed 
improvements from past years' results. 

"Sippican School did a really nice job this past 
year on really improving our scores and our growth 
potential," Scott said. "[Fd like to] congratulate students, 
teachers, and administrators on results in the MCAS." 

Sippican Principal Lyn Rivet agreed. 

"2013 was a very good MCAS year," said Rivet, 
adding that officials would take a look at what areas could 
use improvement and adapt accordingly. "We returned to 
a level-one MCAS school. We are looking at what needs 
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to be done so that we get the children where they need to 
be ... so we know exactly what skills we want to home in 
on." 

Superintendent Doug White also congratulated 
staff and students on their efforts, and said that they'd be 
presenting more results from the MCAS next month. 

Scott also discussed the Partnership for 
Assessment and Readiness for College Careers, which 
is a pilot program that all of Marion's schools have been 
invited to take part in. 

''All of our schools were lucky enough to be 
selected," said Scott, adding that grade 6 would undergo 
a math online performance assessment in March. 

Scott also said that officials were getting closer to 
requiring criminal background checks with fingerprinting, 
and that the state had identified some fingerprinting 
companies that they could work with in the future. 

The Committee also commended former 
kindergarten teacher Villa for her years of service at the 
school. 

"We wish her the very best as she starts the next 
journey in her life," White said. 

Villa was on hand to accept a gift from the board, 
and will help train a permanent substitute that will be 
hired in the near future. 

"It's a great school, and it's a great town," Villa 
said. "I've been fortunate enough to have the support of 
this town." 
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SERSAC Starts Year With Internet Speed Testing 

ORR Update

On October 2, the Southeastern Regional Student 
Advisory Council held their first meeting of the year at 
Bridge water-Raynham High School. The council consists 
of close to 70 student representatives from high schools 
in southeastern Massachusetts. As one of Old Rochester 
Regional' s two representatives, I had the pleasure of 
attending last week's meeting. 

SERSAC s first conference focused on the topic 
of digital learning. The State Student Advisory Council 
delegates reviewed what they had been working on at 
the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
over the summer. At SSAC, it had been decided that the 
students would work toward improving digital learning 
in Massachusetts throughout the year. This goal was 
carried to the SERSAC conference. 

One of SERSAC s main goals for October is to 
promote the "speed testing'' program organized by the 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
(DESE). Speed testing is a simple online program that 
quickly tests the technological capabilities of a school's 
internet. One merely needs to visit www.schoolspeedtest. 
org, fill out a brief survey, and then allow the speed 
test program to do a series of uploads and downloads. 
This tests the school's Internet speed and sends the 
information directly to the DESE. 
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The DESE asks that all schools take 10 to 20 tests 
per day throughout the month of October. The testing 
should be done in different parts of the school in order to 
provide more accurate data. It requires very little effort 
on the school's part, but provides valuable information to 
the DESE. They're looking to see where there is a need for 
technological improvement in Massachusetts. 

Each school's representative at SERSAC will 
bring this information back to their school principals and 
district committees in order to promote the speed testing 
process. While the speed testing is SERSAC's focus in 
October, the students will have long term goals as well 
that will be worked on throughout the year. These goals 
will be facilitated by smaller workgroups. 

The student representatives broke into 
workgroups based on their topic of interest. All topics 
are related to digital learning. Topics include cell phone 
policy, internet policy, policy modification, infrastructure 
improvement, assistance for teachers, resources, digital 
communication, and awareness. Students will work in 
these groups at each of SERSAC s bimonthly meetings. 
SERSAC will meet again at Bridgewater-Raynham High 
School on December 4. 

In other news, about 40 Old Rochester Regional 
seniors received the John and Abigail Adams Scholarship 
last Friday. This scholarship is awarded to students who 
scored "advanced" and "proficient" on the grade 10 
MCAS tests in English Language Arts and Mathematics.

more prevalent than common street drugs. Widespread 
anecdotal and survey evidence indicates that a huge 
portion of illegal prescription drug use occurs when 
people raid friends' and relatives' medicine cabinets.

Gravity. Starring Sandra Bullock and George Clooney. 
Directed by Alfonso Cuaron. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

We could easily come up with a few legitimate 
complaints about Gravity. Emotionally, it's a little pat. The 
film's tagline — "Don't let go" — resolves into that time- 
honored Hollywood bromide about life always finding a 
way. And along about the fifth or sixth crisis faced by Dr. 
Ryan Stone (Sandra Bullock), we may think a better title 
for the movie might be The Perils of Sandra. Despite its 
comforting aspects, though. Gravity is a work of techno- 
art, with images of humbling grandeur and scenes almost 
painful in the depth of horror they evoke. The film's cli- 
mactic reassurances, though welcome on some level after 
the bone-shaking ride we've had, feel a little soft because 
the true takeaway from the experience is this: Space is 
very, very unforgiving. Don't mess with it. 

We're up there above Earth, floating and bobbing 
and revolving, along with Dr. Stone and astronaut Matt 
Kowalski (George Clooney). Stone is tinkering around 
on the outside of the space shuttle Explorer; this is her 
first time in space, and she's nervous and nauseated. 
This is Kowalski' s last mission, and he scoots around in 
his Manned Maneuvering Unit, his mood jocular and 
calming. Then the Explorer receives ominous news: the 
Russians have blown up one of their own satellites, and 
the debris is heading for the Explorer with a powerful 
quickness. Soon enough, the Explorer becomes a pinata, 
communication to Houston is cut off. Stone finds herself 
reeling through the inky void, and Kowalski doesn't have 
a lot of juice left in his MMU. And you thought you had 
problems. 

At first glance a minimalist survival nail-biter on 
the order of, say, Gast Away or Open Water, Gravity ratchets 
up the terror by observing the pitiless logic of physics. In 
this zero-gravity reality, people bounce off each other and 
go spinning heedlessly into hard, heavy objects; the physi- 
cality is a little overwhelming — the smallest movement 
can have massive consequences. For every action, it seems 
in space, there is a wildly unequal and opposite reaction. 
To deal with this, career astronauts must possess a certain 



serenity under enormous danger and a certain outlook on 
life and death, perhaps born of seeing the world from a 
literally different perspective than most of us do. Cloo- 
ney' s Kowalski never loses his cool, continuing to urge 
Stone on with lulling optimism even when his own situa- 
tion looks bleak. 

Some have lampooned Gravity as "Sandra Bullock 
screaming for 90 minutes." I'm sorry if the marketing has 
made it seem that way — and most of what you've seen 
in the commercials happens in the first half hour — but 
that's unfair to Bullock, an amiable comic actress who has 
been impressive in dramatic roles, never more so than 
here. Stone is our avatar; we share her fright and her awe. 
Bullock finds the spark in a woman who long ago, in the 
wake of a tragedy, gave herself up for dead. Gravity is, in 
part, about how Stone learns to value her life again, and 
that's a bit of a bummer — we intuit her turn rather than 
feeling it. But that's not Bullock's fault; the script only 
has so much time to flesh out Stone's background. When 
Stone starts to feel alive. Bullock becomes more animated; 
we can almost feel the heat of her flesh where the blood 
is flowing again. (Maybe it's intellectual rejuvenation — 
rather than feeling powerless. Stone has a hallucinatory 
epiphany that these are mechanical problems she can 
think her way around and solve.) 

Gravity is perhaps the magnum opus from director 
Alfonso Cuaron, who hasn't made a feature since 2006' s 
Children of Men; he spent much of the intervening time 
working on this film. This director adores technical chal- 
lenges, technical wizardry; the carnage-spattered long- 
take chase scene in Children of Men is deservedly legend- 
ary, and he lets his shots here sprawl and breathe and 
gather dread. Gene Siskel's statement about Who Framed 
Roger Rabbit ("I don't know how they did it, and I don't 
want to know") applies just as accurately to the kind of 
magic Cuaron weaves. Not merely a cold craftsman, Cu- 
aron shares with his confederates Guillermo del Toro and 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu a tough-minded humanism: 
people are imperfect and inhabit a hostile environment 
but strive anyway, and the striving itself is worth noting 
and making movies about. Nothing feels sadistic about 
the way Cuaron tightens the screws on his characters. He 
wants to view them in extremis — and more extreme than 
outer space you can't get — because that's where the story 
is. Gravity has some soft spots, probably best blamed on 
the marketplace demands of making a movie at the $100 
million level, but it's still a masterpiece, with appropriate 
respect for the vastness of the chessboard and the small- 
ness of the pawns who can navigate it.
